The National Foundation has 
a slogan: 

“If polio walks in your front 
door it will have a companion.” 

Ninety thousand persons were 
nided by the Foundation last 
year. Most of them were chil- 
dren.” 

Polio is an expensive disease. 

The average case costs about 
$5,000. That includes the care 
of those not crippled, or lightly 
so. A difficult case will cost 
about $2,000 per month. Not 
many families can stand that. 
The Foundation, through the 
“March of Dimes’’ carries the 
big load. That’s why it cannot 
be ‘‘budgeted.’’ 

Because of the great ravages 


of the epidemics of 1952, a debt | 


of $7,000,000 was created. The 
need this year is greater. 

It must be a year of generous 
response, far beyond that of any 
other year, because research 
must not be stinted. All the 
while parents sorrowed, chil- 
dren and adults suffered, and 
doctors and nurses worked, 
some 200 research men in labo- 
ratories of the leading universi- 
ties of the nation kept up their 
work. 

They have done much. 

The three viruses which cause 
polio are now classified. They 
have developed experimental 
vaecines capable of protecting 
animals from polio. They have 
found a method of growing virus 
that will speed the mass produc- 
tion of vaccine when at last it is 
perfected for man.

In a 13-page report, the subcom- 
mittee recommended further inves- 
tigation of Red influences in the 
nation’s schools and colleges. 

‘Despite the unquestioned loyal- 


ity and self-sacrificing devotion to 


duty of the preponderant bulk of 
America’s teachers,’’ the. senators 
said, “there are yet many hun- 
dreds of teachers who are Com- 
munists.”’ 

These subversive elements in the 
educational system, the report 
went on, spread their influence 
widely in the community. Then it 
added: 

“A Communist is not a fit person 
to be placed or retained in a posi- 
tion to influence the minds of the 
youth of America.”’ 

The Senate group proposed that 
state legislatures probe the situa- 
tion, as was done in New York in 
1940-42, and urged that boards of 
education take steps to remove 
teachers whose loyalty is proved 
to be questionable.

Let’s Wipe Out 
Cattle Rustling 


Cattle rustling has become a serious 
business in Georgia. This is borne out 
by the fact that the General Assembly 
will be asked to put cattle stealing on 
a par. with other felonies, with penal- 
‘ties ranging from 10 to 20 years’ im- 
prisonment. 

While we would not attempt to pass 
judgment on the penalties necessary to 
curb the evil, the necessity for such a 
measure speaks well for the state. It 
reveals the growth of the livestock in- 
dustry and its importance to the eco- 
nomic welfare of Georgia people. 

It means that agricultural diversifi- 
cation has reached the stage that there 
are other factors than the acre and the 
mule to be reckoned with in ene 
our agricultural programs. 

As for the penalties, time was out 
West when the crime of cattle rustling 
was dealt with in no uncertain terms. 
There was little quibbling about it. 
Sometimes without benefit of trial, rus- 
tlers found themselves dangling at the 
end of arope. However, cattle stealing 
finally was wiped out. 

As the number of cattle has grown 
in Georgia, thievery has become a ma- 
jor problem. It should be dealt with 
on the same basis as any other steal- 
ing. To the farmer, cattle mean dol- 
lars in the bank. To the state they 
mean a stronger agriculture, conserva- 
tion of the soil, and a better-balanced 
economy. 

: By all means, cattle rustling should 
be regarded as the serious crime it is 
and adequate measures taken to wipe 
it out.

B rantley Would Restore 
Publications to People 


Rep. Bill Brantley of Upson County 
has prepared for consideration by the 
General Assembly a bill which would 
forbid heads of the various departments 
of state government from making per- 
sonal publicity organs of state publi- 
cations. 

The Brantley bill would forbid the 
use of the name of the department head 
on the publication. Thus The Market 
Bulletin would be forced to drop the 
“Tom Linder, Editor” which it now car- 
ries. The bulletin would become in fact 
the organ of the department, an infor- 
mation publication, instead of a per- 
sonal sheet carrying not only want ads 
but also the commissioner’s views on 
diverggnt subjects only remotely con- 
nected with agriculture. 

Likewise, the periodicals put out by 
the’ office of the fire insurance commis- 
sioner, the Commerce department, the 
Veterans Service, Civil Defense and the 
Military, and so on, would become state 
publications ard not stepping stones to 
reappointment or re-election or to some 
higher office. 

We think the Brantley proposal is 
a fine one. We can see no objection ex- 
eept from the department heads af- 
fected. We are sure that even among 
them there are those who see the wis- 
dom of the measure. The state publi- 
cations would continue to inform the 
people of Georgia, .rendering in most 
cases a real service. They could do that 
without the name of the department 
head at the masthead or at the end of

West Europe Offers 
Challenge to Ike 


The feeling of complacency that 
seems to be overtaking Western Euro- 
pean countries presents new problems 
to the incoming Eisenhower adminis- 
tration. Attainment of the goal of cre- 
ating a united European defense com- 
munity becomes more remote. It is a 
development that fits perfectly into the 
aims of the Kremlin, whose major goal 
has been to prevent a united Western 
Europe. 

In France, the new premier, Rene 
Mayer, has shelved the carefully nego- 
tiated European army treaty and asked 
for its renegotiation. He demands a 
prior settlement of the Saar question 
with Germany. To emphasize the new 
French demands, he dropped Robert 
Schuman, the symbol of the policy of a 
united Western Europe, from his post in 
the cabinet as foreign minister. 

Simultaneously, Chancellor Ade- 
nauer announces in Bonn that West 
Germany also desires a revision of the 
West Europe military pact and the 
European Army idea before it can be 
accepted. He wants the peace treaty 
changed to remove some of the few re- 


maining powers the occupation coun- . 


tries retain over West Germany. 

In the meantime General Ridgway 
warns of the slowdown in “European 
rearmament. While much has been ac- 
complished, the work is far from com- 
plete and the complacency that is re- 
flected in French and German actioris 
is a serious threat to achievement of 
long-range goals for security. 

Part of the reluctance is due, of 
course, to the progress already made. 
The continued success of the United 
States in atomic weapons development 
is another factor. Still another is the 
success of the phony “peace crusade” 
of the Communists. The Reds have 
succeeded, too, in sowing doubts about 
United States intentions and have 
helped to promote revivals of national- 
istic feelings to obstruct unity. 

The. picture is not encouraging. 
Western Europe is still the vital key to 
Russian aims of world domination. “A 
divided and squabbling group of nations 
makes her job all the easier, a repe- 
tition of the pattern of all past Euro- 
pean conquerors.

Whatever the political or 
social justification for an appropriation, the 
New Deal and Fair Deal, administrations 
came up every year with the statement 
that nothing .could be cut and that taxes 
should be raised. 

Only the executive branch of the govern- 
ment can really cut a budget. The surgery 
has to be performed months and months 
ahead of the presentation of a budget to 
Congress, when the items are up for pre- 
liminary consideration. Much more impor- 
tant is the decision as to spending policy 


‘as a whole. 


Strange as it may seem, there has never 
been a formal definition of the federal 
function. The idea seems to have grown 
up that the federal function includes every- 
thing for which federal money can be spent 
and for which the taxpayer will supply the 
revenues. The taxpayer is helpless to pro- 
test and, while in recent years various tax- 
payer associations have arisen to question 
federal expenditures, 
board has been set up to advise Congress on 
the limits of the federal function. Thé Ei- 
senhower group and some members 6f Cone 
gress are talking about setting up such a 
commission. It is long overdue. 

Then the next three years can be de- 
voted to a reversal of the spending habit 
that started in 1933 and which has never 
abated since.

Tax Revisions 
To Test Congress 


WASHINGTON—In discussing. the tax 
problem to provide funds for. our national 
security. program, President Truman again 


_implored Congress in his budget message, 


as he has before, to remove inequities in 
our revenue laws. These are due to loop- 
holes that permit per- 
sons of large means, 
who are able to bear 
the burden, to escape 
their just share of 
taxes. 
“Confidence in the 
equity of tax laws is 
essential in a democ- 
racy,’ said the Presi- 
dent who, in his budget 


message a year ago,. 


oii also said wWith equal 
truth, “‘glaring injustices in our tax laws 
should be eliminated before ‘those with 
modest means are asked to shoulder addi- 
tional burdens.”’ 


It is, of course,. those with ‘modest 
means, since they are most numerous, who 


. contribute the most sons to Korea, as they 


did in the Second: World War, and.as they 
have done since in manning our defenses 
all. over the world. They also bear a 
greater proportionate share of the cost of 
the defense program. 


If Congress intends to act justly in taxes, 
it now has another opportunity to correct 
past errors. For it is coming squarely up 
against the tax problem, as is the Eisen- 
hower administration which soon assumes 
office. This is a test for both Congress and 
the new administration—and for, the in- 
coming Secretary of Treasury, George M. 
Humphrey. 

The agents of the self-seekers will be 
around when Congress tackles the tax prob- 
lem, as it must do in the next few weeks. 
For both the excess profits.tax and the 11 
per cent increase in individual income 
taxes enacted in the 1951 Revenue Act ex- 
pire this year, the former June 30, the latter 
Dec. 31, while the increase in normal rates 
on corporations as well as virtually all ex- 
cise tax increases imposed by the 1951 act 
expire March 31, next year. 

Whether to let the excess profits tax and 
the tax increase expire, which would mean 
a substantial tax reduction in itself, or 


whether to retain them! is a question that 


is particularly vexing. 

Republicans express hope of a tax re- 
duction, but want first to, see what econo- 
mies they can achieve. 
bridging the gap would be to close loop- 
holes in the tax laws. 

Most glaring is the extravagant deple- 
tion allowance for the oil-producing _ indus- 
try, 2744 per cent. 

Inequities exist likewise in gift and es- 
tate taxes, the capital gains tax, family

Here are the most prevalent 
errors, in the opinion of such 
select stars as Jimmy Demaret 
and many others, along with 
the corrective tips they had 
to offer. 

No. 1. To give way to the 
urge to hit the ball in place 
of swinging the club head. The 
main idea is to have the club 
head reach the ball at the max- 
imum of its momentum. This 
can only be done by swinging 
—not by hitting. Wher you try 
to hit you always get your club 
head speed too soon. 


No. 2. Letting the body inter- 
fere with the swing. This means 
getting the body in the stroke 
too soon. The body should be 
back of the swing, not in front 
of it. 


No. 3. Lack of balance and 
freedom in the feet. Foot bal- 
ance is essential. As a rule the 
average golfer plants his feet 


and uses his legs like posts. “Roll the sleeves

No. 4. A good grip is scarce 
among the higher shooters. Yet 
grip is one of the im- 
‘features of good play.

The two 
hands lead the swinging—not 
the hitting. 

No. 5. There always is trouble 
between the left and right hands. 
The right hand is the stronger 
hand, hitting forward against 
the weaker hand, stroking back- 
wards. This means the right too 
often overpowers the left. It 
is important to keep a firm 
grip with the left hand and 
a firm left wrist all through 
the swing. Don’t let the left 
hand and left wrist weaken at 
any time. This is important. 

No. 6. It is important to keep 
your mind on the ball. If your 
mind is there, the eye also 
will stay there, insuring a still 
head. The head anchors the 
swing. If it moves forward, the 
swing nearly always is a total 
wreck. A still, ummoved head 
insures the right direction. 

No. 7. Take up any angle that 
will cure’ tenseness. ‘Golf 
would be an easy game,” Joe 
Kirkwood says, “If it weren't 
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For years you've asked to have 
your sleeves pressed round, 
without a crease. Now at Joe 
May, all sleeves are rolled.

Old Sturbridge Village, about 
20 miles southwest of Worces- 
ter, Mass., portrays a typical 
country town of New England 
in early Colonial times. The 50 


shops, mills, hoyses, ehurches, 
taverns and general stores are 
set on a 200-acre tract of mead- 
ow, woodland and river shore. 


HUB OF NIGHT LIFE 
The village tavern, hub of night 


life, features the world’s largest - 


lighting collection. Unique piece 
among dozens of hanging and 
standing candelabra; lanterns 
and taper jacks, used to melt 
sealing wax, is a Revolutionary 
version of the flashlight. 


Among the period household 
gadgets was an automatic can 
opener resembling a miniature 
guillotine. The wedge-shaped 
blade, operated by a -hand 
lever, must have been more 
worry than aid to 18th Century 
dames with precocious children. 


An extensive collection of 
wooden molds indicated buxom 
colonists, blissfully calorie ig- 
norant, served butter imprinted 
with acorns, swans, leaves and 
flowers. There were many 
earthen jugs, butter churns and 
the usual collection of spinning 
wheels, quilts and trundle beds.

TOP-TO-BOTTOM REVIEW 


' Mort Farr, president of the Na- 
tional Appliance and Radio-TV 
Dealers Association, said price 
increases should not be ordered, 
however, until] ‘‘we first review 
our operations from top to bot- 
tom, seeking methods of improv- 
ing our efficiency.”’ 

Farr addressed the opening of 
the NARDA’s annual convention, 
held in connection with the inter- 
national winter home furnishings 
market. 

WATCH CONTROLLED CHAINS 

When reviewing list prices, 
Farr said, ‘‘we have always to 
watch the big mail-order houses 
and factory-controlled chains to 
make sure we don’t price qur- 
selves to where they have an un- 
contested field. We can’t hope to 
get larger lists or greater mark- 
ups as long as giving away of 
discounts characterizes big 
chunks of our industry.”’ 

‘“Let’s get those _ full list 
prices,’’ he said. ‘‘The merchan- 
dise is worth it.’’ 

Farr said he feared overpro- 
duction in some fields of ‘‘sud- 
dent growth” in 1953. 

“‘Specifically,”’ he said, ‘‘the 
very large number of manufac- 
turers, each intent on becoming a 
major factor in the field, who 
have gone into air conditioner 
production, is a disturbing pros- 
pect.”’ 

GENEROUS ESTIMATES 

He said ‘‘new mamufacturers 
with generous estimates of what 
can be sold may catch us off 
balance before we learn to sell 
enormous quantities of relatively 
unfamiliar merchandise.’’
